Dear Sir, 


The latest flooding of Altona by 
flood waters from Kororoit Creek 
is the third time I can recall this 
happening in the 35 years I have 
resided in Altona. The Seaholre 
area in the vicinity of Millers 
Road, the rail line and down 
round the Seaholme crossing at 
the Civic Parade end has always 
been very prone to extensive 
flooding under bad rain and high 
tide conditions and as kids we 
were always able to paddle round 
here in our tin canoes during the 
winter. 


The water never travelled so 
far up Civic Parade, or the adjac- 
ent streets in earlier floods be- 
cause most of the area was un- 
made and the water just followed 
the natural grade and finally 
soaked away. Now it is all sealed 
roads and chanelled, the water 
naturally spreads faster and fur- 
ther, 


T can recall once in 1935, and I 
think earlier in about 1932, the 
water rose after two or three days 
rain, accompanied by high winds 
and tides, and backed right up 
under Seaholme Station and the 
only dry land visible to the east

was the area now occupied by 
the Vacuum Refinery and the top 
of Maddocks Road at the Geelong 
line. The main road out of the 
town then was round the race- 
course, and in flood time people 
were not as embarrassed in travel 
because the usual mode was horse 
and jinker which is not hindered 
by a couple of feet of water as 
is the modern car.~ The other

The only alleviation to the ever- 
present problem of the creek 
flooding seems to be a canal 
such as the Elwood Canal through 
the property to the east of Millers 
Road under the line out to the 
Bay; or alternatively, heavily 
bank the creek right down toward 
the mouth. What probably causes 
further encroachment of flood- 
waters toward Seaholme and the 
adjacent low areas is the pro- 
wtective embankment of the re- 
fineries tank area which now 
forms the north bank of the 
creek,

Drove Under

Michael Farley, of 5 Stirling 
Avenue, Seaholme, was charged 
that on October 27, 1962, at 
Williamstown, he did drive whilst 
under the influence of intoxicat- 
ing liquor to such an extent as 
te be incapable of driving, He 
pleaded not guilty, and was rep- 
resented by Mr. O’Callaghan, 


Constable J. Phemister said at 
6.20 p.m. on Saturday, October 
27 he was driving his private car 
east in Kororoit Creek Road and 
saw the defendant travelling in 
the opposite direction, on the in- 
correct side of the road. He was 
forced to pull the car in against 
the kerb and defendant’: car 
passed within 18 inches of his 
car, doing about 20 mph. He saw 
defendant was slumped over the 
wheel and turned his car around 
and gave chase. Defendani’s 
vehicle was by then on the ex- 
treme’ right hand side of the 
read and forced two cyclists into 
the kerb. 

He then began to slowly veer 
to the left and stopped with his 
near-side wheels on the centre of 
the road. He saw that a car 
travelling east had been forced to 
the incorrect side of the road to 
avoid a collision. He got out and 
went over and saw defendant 
slumped over the steering wheel. 

He did not answer when asked 
to get out of the car but slowly 
turned his head and stared. His 
breath smelt strongly of intoxi- 
cating liquor. He was then taken 
to the Williamstown Police 
Station, where he had difficulty 
in alighting from the car and 
walking without assistance. 

Farley told Const. Phemister 
that he had had 10 glasses of 
beer and -had started drinking 
about 3.30 p.m. and had his last 
drink about 6.15 p.m. Asked if 
he had any illness he said, “I’ll 
fight you, I'm 100% fit.” He 
made three attempts to stand up 
and do heel and toe on a line 
but was unable to do it. Asked 
if he wanted a doctor, he said, 
“No, leave me alone, I’m drunk.” 
His speech was very difficult to 
understand. i 

Mr. O’Callaghan asked if his 
client had made any reference to 
his working with petrol fumes, 
and Const. Phemister said he did 
mention it. He would know the 
difference between petrol fumes 
and beer, though thexe are some 
Similiarities between the symp- 
toms of the two. 

Constable W. Luke of the 
Breath Analysis Squad said he 
tested Farley at 7.10 p.m. and 
found .250 which would require 
a minimum of 16 to 17 glasses. 
When told that Farley said, 
“Never, never.” 

Const. Luke told the Court he 
had attended lecures on different 
groups of people, such as spray 
painters, but did not know for 
sure what effect petrol fumes had 
on the breathalyzer. 


Farley told the Court he worked 
as a rigger with a firm which 
was working at the Ampol depot 
in Douglas Parade, Newport, 
renovating a tank. He was work- 
ing inside the tank which had 
contained motor spirit, He went 
into it about 7.45 am. untiil 3.15 
p.m. with a few breaks. The 
bess then took them for a drink 
and one drink led- to another. 
He did not know how many he 
had. In reply to the’ Police 
Prosecutor he said welders were 
working on the’tank that day 
but did not know whether it had 

een washed out first. ” 

-He was fined £50 and his licence 
cancelled. He was granted a stay 
of six weeks,

. Brief History of Altona DRUNK AND DISORDERLY 

It was early in fhe 19th century that pioneering -settlers be- 
gan .to explore the possibilities of the fertility of the land beyond 
the narrow entrance to Port Phillip Bay. One was a German by 
the name of Lempriere, who immediately realised that the isthmus 
bounded by the Kororoit Creek to the North and the seashore 
could produce cereals, foods and fodder in abundance. 

Although no exact date can be established this .new settler 
commenced to construct his home, of bluestone and mud, close to 
the sandy foreshore, choosing as his design, the familiar rectangu- 
lar pattern of that day, with the well in its centre. Being a nat- 
uralist, he soon surrounded his home with magnificent banyan). 
trees, seedlings, pine trees and other species. 

It appears that after establishing his newly aquired home, 
Lempriere endeavoured to return to his home country, and no rec- 
ords can be found to establish whether or not he did so. 

In the middle of the last century the Crown had this area sut- 
veyed and Altona, as we know it today, was divided into two 
Parishes, namely Truganina and Cut Paw Paw. 

In 1908 the Melbourne and Altona Colliery Co. was formed to 
exploit the Geposit of brown coal in the area. After making 4 
shaft 12 feet in diameter to 330 feet an estimated quantity of 
100 million tons was located. From 1911 to 1919 some 26,352 tons 
of good quality coal was extracted. This company then sold out to 
a powerful English frm who spent a considerable amount of 
money but owing to the existence of artesian water at that depth 
in the area further development stopped. 

It was not until some 70 years after the first Crown subdivision 
took place that the area was divided into’ streets and. allotments 
as they now exist. 

On October 14, 1852, this area was included in a district which 
later became the Shire of Wynaham. It was not until 1909 that 
the Shire of Werribee was named with a division of ridings. In 
1928, the fifth riding, Altona Riding was created and affiliated to 
the Werribee Shire. Two annexations to the City of Footscray and 
City of Williamstown took place early in 1940. This left the Al- 
tona Riding, which formed the Shire of Altona in May, 1957. 

Further adjustments to boundaries by annexation to Werribee 
Shire and Willamstown City leaves the area at 15:52 square miles 
--The Shire’ boundary comprises the Altona Rotary Club area. 

The perimeter metropolitan seaside municipality is 10 miles dis- 
tance from the G.P.O. with a population of 16,500, 4,100 homes, 
extensive industries, many of which are allied to a Refinery, and 
a valuation for rating purposes of £2,460,040,
